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Edgemont teacher to 
retire in February, has 
moved to S. Carolina

Former Edgemont Elementary tenured 
teacher Linda Janack has signed a 
separation agreement and release of claims 
with the Van Buren Public Schools Board 
of Education, effective Oct. 1. 

According to the eight-page agreement, 
made available to the Independent through 
a Freedom of Information Act request, 
Janack will continue as a teacher for the 
district until her irrevocable, voluntary 
resignation from all employment effective 
Feb. 28,2019, when she will retire. 

Janack performs on a pornographic web 
site with her husband and was put on a paid, 
non-disciplinary leave of absence on Aug. 
27, pending a decision on her employment. 

The agreement states that from Oct. 1 
through her resignation date, Janack will 
provide consultation services to Van Buren 
as assigned by School Supt. Pete Kudlak. 
According to the agreement, she will 
devote at least six hours per day, five days 
per week, during the school day to provide 
the services assigned by the superintendent. 

Janack, reported to be a gifted reading 
teacher, will not be responsible for 
providing direct instruction or supervision 
to students during this period, nor may 
she be physically present in any school 
building during times that students are 
present. 

As compensation for the consultation 
services, she will receive 25% of her 
regular annual teacher’s salary, pro-rated 
for the time she is providing consultation 
services, with a gross compensation not to 
exceed $10,000. 

The district will continue to pay its share 
of Janack’s health insurance premium 
through Feb. 28, unless she fails to pay her 
portion of the health insurance premium. 
Then, the district may discontinue health 
insurance premium payments.

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School audit shows more expenditures for 2017-18

The Van Buren Public Schools Board of 
Education accepted the 2017-18 financial 
audit at Monday’s regular meeting. 

The audit figures for the $50.2 million 
budget were given in a power-point 
presentation by Tom Taylor and Laura 
Payne of Taylor & Morgan, CPAs. Taylor 
announced it was a clean report, considered 
“an unmodified audit opinion” which is the 
“highest level of assurance possible for the 
district’s financial statements.” 

The district’s Financial Director Shareen 
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Barker said the general fund balance 
decreased from $10,048,122 to $7,972,611 
as a result of intentionally spending down 
the fund balance. As of June 30, 2018, the 
fund balance is at 16.09% of revenues, she 
said. 

She said this year the district spent more 
than it brought in because of bus purchases 
and purchase of a lot of new technology, 
but what they have is still better than the 
state’s average fund balance of 13.65%, 
as of June 30, 2017 (excluding the Detroit 
Public Schools). 

Board treasurer Susan Featheringill said 
the goal is to keep the district’s fund balance 
at from 12 to 15% to keep the district from 
having to borrow while waiting for state 
funding to arrive each summer. 

“The technology we have put in the 
students’ hands is very impressive,” Barker 
said. 


The power point also showed September 
state aid membership of 4,646 students for 
the 2017-18 school year. The Foundation 
Allowance for those students was $7,779 
each. 

School Supt. Pete Kudlak said there has 
been a very small loss of students this year. 
He said the loss from the 2013-14 to the 
2014-15 school year was 107; in 2015-16, 
a loss of 162; in 2016-17, a loss of 168; in 
2017-18, a loss of 54; and this year it was 
30. 

In other business at the one-hour-and 
12-minute meeting, the board: 

e Approved hiring Nicholas Sampson as 
a shipping/receiving courier for Buildings 
and Grounds, as of Sept. 25; and Jermaine 
Crowell as a job coach in Special Services, 
as of Oct. 8; 

e Approved the Belleville High School

MDOT closing I-275 Westland Rest Area at 2 p.m. Nov. 14 


Due to the high cost to rebuild and 
maintain, the Michigan Department of 
Transportation (MDOT) is closing the 
Westland Rest Area in Wayne County at 2 
p.m., Wednesday, Nov. 14. 

The rest area is on northbound I-275 
between US-12 (Michigan Avenue) and 
M-153 (Ford Road) Canton. 

MDOT has determined that the Westland 
Rest Area, which was built in 1977, has 
exceeded its useful service life and would 
require significant investment to remain 
open. The estimated cost to replace the 
building is $1.1 million to $1.5 million, 
plus the continued costs for maintenance, 
safety, and security. These costs combined 
amount to two to three times the typical 
operating costs of other rest areas. 

Crews will demolish the building, remove 
most of the parking lot and walkways, 
and replace most of the area with grass. 
The truck parking area and scales will 
remain for law enforcement use. Ramp 
access will be barricaded and locked. 


MDOT currently operates 78 rest areas 
statewide, including the Westland Rest 
Area. The 41-year-old facility was built 
along with I-275 in what was mostly rural 
area at the time. This is now a highly 
urbanized area with many alternatives for 
motorist services available at Exit 22 to 
US-12 and at Exit 25 to M-153. 

Nearby rest areas include the Belleville 


Rest Area on westbound I-94 (west of 
I-275), and the Carleton Rest Area on 
southbound I-275. Other truck parking is 
available on I-75 at Exit 32B and on I-94 
at Exit 200. 

The I-275 bike trail that borders the 
eastern edge of the site will not be impacted 
by the closing.

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has ever missed since being on the board. 
That includes his four years as supervisor 
and almost two years as trustee.

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VBT planners OK preliminary site plan for Subaru project, phase 2

In order to get Project Pancake going as 
soon as possible for Subaru, construction 
on the 76-acre former farm in Denton 
was divided into two phases. Phase one, 
approved Aug. 8, got the earth work 
started on the construction. Phase two was 
everything else. 

At its Sept. 26 meeting, the Van Buren 
Township Planning Commission voted 
unanimously to approve the preliminary 
site plan with 15 stipulations from Patrick 
Sloan of McKenna Associates, the 
township’s planning consultants. 

One of the recommendations from Sloan 
was to use a more decorative fencing in 
front of the business, but civil engineer 
Gary Tressel said the metal fence panel 
system planned is for visual security since 
the project will be testing secret designs. 

He referred to similar building sites in 
Flat Rock and Plymouth Township that 
have the metal fence panel system to block 
the public from seeing what’s going on 
inside. 

“We don’t usually have to deal with 
security,’ said commission chairwoman 
Carol Thompson. 

Sloan also recommended that the prefab 
cold container be shielded by shrubs. 

Tressel said it looks like a shipping 
container, but it will be completely behind 
the 30’-tall building. He said it would be 
invisible and no one from the public can 
see it. He said they will paint it the same 
color as the main building. 

The staff and planners will work with 
Tressel to work out those two problems. 

Tressel said ACS Michigan still hasn’t 
bought the property from Harold Smith. 
He said this is a fast-moving project and 
everything has to be right before they 
complete the purchase of the farm. 

Ashley Crossroads 

At its Sept. 26 meeting, the planning 
commission gave final site plan approval 
for 59 additional parking spaces to service 
existing Building 1 at the Crossroads South 
Development at 41775 and 41873 Ecorse 
Road. 

At the last session with Ashley, the 
commission showed anger at learning that

“Detention Basin 3” had been filled in. The 
Ashley representative asked if he could 
explain and he was not allowed to speak. 

At the Sept. 26 meeting, the township’s 
engineer David Potter of Fishbeck, 
Thompson, Carr & Huber, referred to 
the applicant’s response letter that said 
Wayne County had required modifications 
to Basin A and in order to comply with 
that, they had to reroute the storm water 
conveyance outlet pipes in Basin A into 
a proposed integrated forebay and outlet 
control structure. Detention Basin 3 was 
no longer needed so it was filled in. 

Potter said he concurred with the Wayne 
County requirements and recommended 
final approval of the parking lot plans. He 
said they did review the South Basin issue. 

Ron Akers, director of planning 
and economic development, said the 
commission wanted to make sure the storm 
water system was up to date, which was the 
original purpose of Basin 3. 

Metro Park Party Store gas station 

The commission also voted unanimously 
to grant preliminary site plan approval for 
construction of a 4-dispenser gas station 
with canopy at the existing Metro Park 
Party Store at the corner of Haggerty and 
East Huron River Drive. 

Sloan said this was the fifth review of 
plans for the project and each time the 
plans got a little bit better. He said the site 
is small, just about one acre. 

Sloan said on June 12 the VBT Board of 
Zoning Appeals granted setback variances. 

Sloan’s recommendations included 
marking off of a fire lane, copies of cross- 
access agreements, a 6’ wall along the south 
side of the strip mall painted to match the 
building, more details on the usable open 
space at the corner, construction of five- 
foot-wide sidewalks along Haggerty and 
East Huron River Drive, and details on the 
proposed sign and light fixtures. 

Andy Shina was present on behalf of the 
applicant, Side Park Inc. 

Engineer Potter asked for soil borings 
to find out the buoyancy of the soil, “so 
the tanks don’t float.” He said there is an 
existing sanitary sewer below the tanks. 

Akers said the fire marshal’s report 
recommended approval after certain

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VBT Board hears no comments on $16.6 million budget for 2019

There were no comments from the 
VBT board or from the public during the 
one-minute public hearing Oct. 2 on the 
proposed 2019 general fund budget or the 
amended 2018 budget. 

The board is expected to vote on these 
two budgets, along with ten other special 
revenue fund budgets, and the water and 
sewer budgets, at its next meeting on Oct. 
16. 

Only five members of the seven-member 
board were present Oct. 2, with Clerk Leon 
Wright, pronounced absent and excused 
without further explanation, and Trustee 
Paul White, also absent and excused. 

The total meeting lasted just 10 minutes 
and Trustee White walked in two minutes 
later, after being the victim in a hit-and-run 
accident on the way to the meeting. 

He said he had prepared for 15 hours 
to make comments on the budget at the 
meeting and he was disappointed. 

At the work/study session of the board the 
afternoon before the regular meeting, there 
was a lot of discussion about the budgets. 
It was noted the pay raise for election 
workers, recently approved by the board, 
will be held off until the 2019 budget and 
will not take place at the Nov. 6 election. 

Trustee White asked Supervisor Kevin 
McNamara how he decides who to give 
more than a 2% raise to and Supervisor 
McNamara said the board determines the 
pay raises. 

“No they don’t,” Trustee White replied. 
He said he thinks it is improper for the 
supervisor to “go down that road” where 
he chooses who gets a bigger raise. 

“Some directors haven’t had more than 
2%,” White said referring to the annual 
raises for everyone. 

“We do a survey every year and compare,” 
McNamara said that some positions were 
below surrounding municipalities. “Some 
assistant directors were making less than 


those in the union.” 

White said Sumpter Township board 
members are getting $22,000 a year and 
Treasurer Sharry Budd, replied, “Don’t tell 
me you should get that.” 

Discussion showed there were questions 
about healthcare. 

White said as of Nov. 20, 2020, the 
board policy is that there will no longer be 
payment in lieu of insurance. 

Trustee Kevin Martin said that’s up to 
the board and another board could vote to 
leave that payment in place. 

White said there is “stuff going on in this 
budget” that is a problem for him because 
of all the expenditures. 

“We're sitting in a building that hadn’t 
been updated for 25 years,’ McNamara 
said, adding they are upgrading these 
facilities, the police department, getting 
fire engines and the township will be up to 
date. 

“Walmart is putting in the same flooring 
you want here,” White said, noting that the 
flooring in the township hall has nothing 
wrong with it. 

“Well, we don’t want to look like 
Walmart,” McNamara said derisively. 

Director of Public Services Matthew 
Best was asked how much it costs for 
the township to keep the present floors in 
shape and he said the waxing and labor is 
a full-time job for an employee. He said it 
will cost $119,000 in new flooring for the 
entire campus that will pay for itself within 
a few years. 

White said the township has $72 million 
in invested funds. Treasurer Budd said 
there is $10 million in the fund balance 
which is 53% of the total budget. 

“Salaries disturbed me,” said Trustee 
Sherry Frazier, adding that making 
directors even with union workers doesn’t 
make sense since union workers have to 
pay dues and directors don’t. 

“It’s arbitrary. Giving outrageous wages,” 
Trustee Frazier continued. “A 28% raise in

one year is unheard of in real business ... 
We gave a raise to the clerk so he could be 
equal with the treasurer. He said he needed 
a raise and he got a $15,000 raise in 2016 
and a $5,000 raise last year. And, now 
again, this year. What are we doing?” 

“If I gave an arbitrary raise, other 
directors would want an arbitrary raise. We 
give a survey first,” McNamara said. 

Trustee Frazier said McNamara is 
fostering a climate of upset workers. 

Dan Selman, McNamara’s executive 
assistant, said there is a clause, wording, 
in the policy that allows the board to bring 
raises up. 

“We should base our budget based on

usage,” Frazier said. “How many people 
are serviced by each department. How 
many the museum served. Maybe we 
should put counters at the door like the 
library did.” 

“We’re data-driven for where we want 
to go,” said McNamara. “We’re getting 
closer to where we can do data-driven 
budgeting...” 

“A fire fighter gets 2%...” Frazier began 
and this was finished by Trustee Reggie 
Miller, who added, “...and someone gets 
28%.” 

“You can’t bribe your employees to stay

with you,” Frazier said to McNamara. 

“We’re not evaluating employees, but 
giving random raises and they know it,” 
Trustee Miller said. 

“You make $90,000 and I make $16,000 

. six times difference,’ White said in 
beginning an evaluation of how much 
work for the township each of them does. 

“T bring in four times my salary in grants,” 
McNamara said. 

“You don’t work 60 hours...” White said, 
and he never answers the phone. 

“I do not answer my phone and no voice 
mail. Everybody knows it,’ McNamara 
said. 

Frazier said rather than give a 28% raise 
all at once, maybe he could phase it in. 

“You said he’d get a raise and he didn’t... 
He’s been here two years,” McNamara said 
of his assistant Selman. 

Selman, who had just graduated from 
college and had no experience when he 
first started in 2017, was paid $50,000, 
got a 2.5% raise in 2018 to $51,250, and 
will be paid $66,000 in 2019, a raise of 
$14,750, if this budget is approved as is. 

Other wage increases, that are higher than 
the 2% employees will get in 2019, are the 
Residential Appraiser who will go from 
$36,244 to $45,000; the police chief and 
fire chief, who will each go from $80,369 
to $85,000; Senior Coordinator from 
$36,951 to $40,000; Museum Director 
from $40,540 to $45,000; IT Director from 
$73,395 to $79,000; Water/Sewer GIS 
Coordinator, from $55,722 to $60,000; 
DDA Director from $77,351 to $79,672; 
and DDA Assistant Director, $52,508 to 
$54,083. 

General Fund expenditures will go from 
a projected $17,563,324 in 2018 to a 
proposed $16,631,659 in 2019. 

In other business at the Oct. 2 regular 
meeting, the board: 

e Heard the first reading of an ordinance 
that would require property owners to 
remove ice and snow from sidewalks 
along their parcels. The second reading 
and vote to approve is expected at the 
Oct. 16 meeting. There will be verbal or 
written warnings before a citation for a 
civil infraction. Director Best said, “We 
want to ensure the township is walkable, 


bikeable.” Supervisor McNamara assured 
the residents, “We’re not running around 
with tickets as soon as it snows”; 

e Removed from the agenda an ordinance 
that would allow the supervisor to declare 
a Snow Emergency that would require 
everyone to get their vehicles off the streets 
so they can be plowed. Since the township 
roads get plowed by the county, several 
problems popped up at the work/study 
session and the ordinance was sent back to 
the drawing board; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of James Chudzinski to fill the unexpired 
term of office of Ron Blank on the 
Downtown Development Authority with a 
term to expire March 9, 2022. Chudzinski 
owns Express Tire in VBT. He also serves 
on the Belleville DDA; 

e Approved the supervisor’s re- 
appointment of Jeff Jahr to the Planning 
Commission with a term to expire Oct. 1, 
2021; 

e Approved the supervisor’s re- 
appointment of Ben Ross, aretired educator, 
to the Environmental Commission with a 
term to expire Oct. 1, 2021; 

e Approved the supervisor’s appointment 
of Dolores Hogan, a retired Registered 
Nurse, to the Endowment Committee with 
a term to expire Jan. 15, 2020. Hogan 
has been doing blood pressure checks 
at the senior center for 20 years and has 
done hospice care. She replaces Margaret 
Thompson who died.; 

e Heard Supervisor McNamara announce 
that the Downriver Utility Wastewater 
Authority (DUWA) is now owned by the 
17 communities that use it and Van Buren 
Township has a 5% share; and 

e Heard Fire Chief Amy Brow announce 
a pancake breakfast from 9 a.m. until noon 
at Fire Hall #2 on Saturday, Oct. 13. Cost is 
$5 for adults and $3 for children.

No other compensation is being offered 
to the teacher as severance pay. 

Within 30 days of the effective date of 
her resignation, Janack will voluntarily 
surrender her teaching certificate and 
request that it be nullified by the State 
Board of Education or the Michigan 
Department of Education.

Brad Fields sentenced to life in prison for death of 4-year-old child

Brad Fields, 29, boyfriend of the mother of 
a four-year-old girl who died on New Year’s 
Day ina mobile home in Sumpter Township, 
was sentenced Tuesday to a term of natural 
life in prison, without opportunity of parole. 
At Tuesday’s meeting of the Sumpter 
Township Board of Trustees, Public Safety 
Director Eric Luke said the mother in the 
case, Candice Diaz, 25, is scheduled for a 


trial in March. 

He singled out Detective/Sgt. John Toth, 
Sgt. Beth Egerer, and Officer George 
Salajan, HI, for their work on the case. 

“I’m proud of them and the community 
can be proud of them, too,” Director Luke 
told the board. 

He said they turned what is a horrible 
situation to the good so that Fields faces 
justice. 

Fields was found guilty by a Wayne County 


Circuit Court jury of homicide — felony 
murder, homicide — second-degree murder, 
first-degree child abuse, torture, first-degree 
child abuse (conspiracy), and second-degree 
child abuse (conspiracy). 

Fields and the girl’s mother, co-defendant 
Candice Diaz, had been in custody in the 
Wayne County Jail without bond since Jan. 
18, when they were brought back from 
Georgia where they had fled after Gabrielle 
Barrett’s death was ruled a homicide.

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For first time local Life Chain 
demonstration brings protestors 


For the first time in its 20 years of existence 
in Belleville, the annual, silent Life Chain 
demonstration at Five Points in Belleville 
brought loud, pro-choice protestors. 

About 30 Life Chain participants were 
along the sidewalks, silently holding signs 
provided by the national Right to Life 
organization, promoting life for babies and 
opposing euthanasia for the elderly. 

On Sunday, 10-15 protestors, wearing 
sunglasses and scarves to cover their faces, 
loudly protested Life Chain. Reportedly, the 
pro-choice protestors personally harassed 
an elderly Life Chain participant, as well as 
a younger woman with a sign.
